OPPOltTUXITr. 


There seems fo be an opportunity now 


for Cubs, whica country for years has been 
th« aceue of strife between the Spmisb 
(oreinment find the representaiives of the 
Idea ofa fre« Cuba. 
Tbe flashing of Ihe 


news along the wires that tho Spanish 
throne was vacant, qu;ckly followed by Ihe 


• announcement that a Republican form of 


government had lieen agreed upon, sent 
thrills of joy through the hsarlaof all inter- 
ested In the welfare of Iho island country.— 
It is not probable that Spain can any bet- 
ter than Franco get the machinery ofa 
Republic in operation. 
Already'Iho gov- 


ernment is contending tviib a faction in 
open rebellion beaded by Dan Cirlos, and 
tbe regular army Is reponed as divided in 
opinion as to the best form of future gov- 
ernment. 
The strife for supremacy in 


Cuba has been a most determined one aod 
though onr government has watched with 
no inconsiderable interest the contest, 
there has not appeared any opportunity for 
jusilfUble inteference. 
The Cuban sympa- 


thy in the United Stales has been quite 
marked and to Ihousands besides ihose di- 
rectly interested in the struggle is the pros, 
pect of independence for the "Gem of the 
Antilles" viewed wilh satisfaction. 
It is 


deemed more, than probable tbat In case the 
disturbances to the nrolber country should 
be amicably settled in the formation of a 
Republic, Cuba and Porto Hico would be 
left peaceably to self government. ;0ii tbe 
•Iher band, a continuation ol strife between 
the factions now keeping Spain in a volcan- 
ic stale, would necessitate Iho withdrawal 
of Iho SpaniiL forces from Cuba, thus 
bringing about in any event the long de- 
aired and nobly fought for independence.—

«nd he Is then obliged lo pay dearlj for his 
humanity to his family by enduring a tbou 
nnd aud one iooi^Teniences unknown lo 
others except t!je class of unfonucnic aud 
hard-worked persons wilh like inclinations. 
In Newport the lack of pleasant tenements 
anu reasonable rents is severely felt.

are k'O high for ibe wages receirai for labor, 
•nd ibe tumble (lows looking buildings ot

This slate of affairs is 
damaging in a great degree to our prosperity 
u a city, and ihongli tbe unlbougutful land 
lord may profit for Ihe li-uo using, he is pre- 
Taming an increase in Ihe valualion of his 
property. 
Ibe waut of more tenement 


bouses in respectable neighborhoods in this 
fitjr at reasonable rental is well illuslraUd 
In the efforts of au estimable man, bnt a 
mechanic, who from the flralof last Decem- 
ber to the first of Ibe present mouth made 
diligent search for a place to setlle his family 
In Ihe comfort of "home", and finally du. 
couraged settled iu a boarding houfe where 
he coul-l live wilhin his income. 
The re- 


mit will be lhat our ciiy will not be his 
permanent residence wilhoul by mere chance 
the home question ii shortly settled iu his 
favor. 
If our pleasant city is lo enjoy a 


he&lliiy growth, our propeity holders and 
eapiialists must make a movement for bet 
terlng Ihe situaliou of Ihe laboring classes 
Who make up the great majority o£ llie com- 
manily as they make Ihe capital for wealth 
lo enjoy.
